The first 6 years of the 1970-80 decade have seen a 

considerable growth in the physical assets of the City 

of Grayling. This growth is in line with the City Admini- 

Stration’s plan for continued expansion of both 

faciities and Services io ihe citizens of this 

community. 


The year 1971 saw the construction completion 
and beginning use of the sewage lagoon and the 
attendant removal of effluent from ihe AuSable River. 
The improvements were made at a cost of $425,000 and 
included the new lift station at Maple and State 
Streets. a 10 inch force main from the lift station to the 
lagoon and the lagoon construction itself. This was 
also the year in which the property for the Industrial

garage was constructed to replace the old Charles 
Street building which was destroyed by fire.

on our street construction program. This year's effort 
included curbs and gutters, stormm.sewers and paving 
on all or part of Peninsular, Norway, Maple, Ottawa 
and lonia Streets. The 1972 program cost was 
$151,000. July 1, 1972 saw the annexation of 2/3 square 
miles of area which brought with it approximately 
$2.000.000 in assessed value. Also an extension to the 
water and sewer service to include the business area on 
the S 1-75 BL was constructed at a cost of 
approximately $155,000. 

In 1973 construction of the Industrial Park was 
completed. Water and sewer tines were laid and the 
sireeis were paved in the area. The park received a “6” 
rating from the State of Michigan, which places it as 
one of the most desirable locations. Construction cost 
was $155,000. Two lots have been sold for $3,000 and 
one at $13.000. It is hoped that future years will see all 
of the lots occupied and producing both tax revenues 
and jobs for the area. ; 

Also in 1973 another large step was taken on the 
street paving program including the work on Michigan 
Avenue and State Street and the new State Street 
Bridge. These projects were completed at a cost of 
$175,000. 

1974 was a year in which a good deal of activity 
took place. Construction of a $55,000, 5 bay fire station 
was completed along with drilling a new well to add an 
additional source of water supply for approximately 
$60,000. At the same time storm drains were installed 
on North Down River Road, Lake, Smith, Erie, Rose, 
Clyde and Vine Streets, costing $96,000. With this 
installation it is expected to control a great deal of the 
excess storm water and spring snow run-off. 


1975 was not a construction year but a planning 
A great dea! of time was expended in gathering 
and assembling data for our E.D.A. Application 
concerning the Water Sysiern tmprovernenis. This 
program includes some looping of water mains, 
auxiliary power supply for the wells and lift station, 
necessary new valves and a 300,000 gallon water 
storage tank. It is expected that this’ project will cost 
about $725,000 of which $630,000 will be in the form of 
a Grant from E.D.A. Construction should begin in 1976 
and be completed by January of 1978. 

Commencing about April, 1976, will be construc- 
tion on the widening and installation of curbs and 
gutters on North I-75 BL (McClellan St.) In conjunction 
with this project a $66,000 water main will be installed’ 
along McCletian.and..M-72 wesi to- loop the 10 inch 
water main to Bear Archery, thereby augmenting and 
improving the fire protection of this facility. 

1976 will see additional paving done in the amount 
of approximately $250,000. The streets to be paved and 
curbed and guttered in 1976 include Maple Street from 
Michigan Avenue to Cedar Street, Peninsular Avenue 
from Ottawa Street to Lake Street, Lake Street from 
Cedar Street to Maple Street, Spruce Street from 
Michigan Avenue to Ottawa Street and Ottawa Street 
from Peninsular Street to Maole Street. 

To sum up the first five years of this decade 
$422,000 has been expended on street improvements, 
$640,000 on water and sewer improvements, $197,000 
for Industrial Park, $55,000 on the fire station, and 
$45,000 for a new City Garage. In addition another

Campaign ean aimed at voters 


The presidential primary season is 
hard upon us, and will last for several 
weeks — longer than many of the 
candidates, most likely. 

But whether the poor voter can stand 
up under the presidential palaver is 
another question. We may all go the 
way of Lloyd Bensten and Terry Sanford 
before the primary season is over. 

Of courese, it's not ail beer and 
skittles for the candidates either, by a 
long shot. 

There they are, out in the open, trying 
to convince voters in various parts of 
the country that they have some fresh, 
new ideas for salvation of the country — 
yea, for saving the whole free world. 
even. 

And the ubiquitous press keeps 
covering the candidates, especially if 
they seem to be doing well. 

One result is that it is quite cifficult 
for a candidate to stand one way in one 
part of the country, and still another 
way in some other part of the country 
where a slightly different stand might 
please the voters a bit more. The 
question of husing comes to mind, for 
an example. 


The presidential cancidate is in a bit 
of a box. He. cannot survive without 
press coverage, and sometimes it is 
difficult to survive with press coverage. 
The flat about Ronald Reagan's plan to 
cut feceral taxes and turn back some 
programs to the states is a case in 
point; what did Reagan really say, for 
example? More important, what cid 
Reagan really mean? 

Frequently this game of covering 
presidential politics is equally taxing 
upon the mine run political reporter. 
Analysts and columnists have it a bit 
easier, it my view, because 
have to deal with facts so much as with 
theories and ideas and trends and such 
intangibles. 

A solution for all sides may be at 
hand. There may be relief in sight for 
both the candidate and the press, and 
most importantly for any suffering voter 
who feels it's his conscientious duty to 
try to keep abreast of what's going on in 
the world of presidential politics.

Richard K. Shull, in a commentary 
piece for the Indianapolis News, points 
out that “scurrilous members of the 
press, with no sense of decency or fair 
play, maliciously foitow the candidates 
from state to state publicly reminding 
them of their ever-shifting positions..’ 

Shull has a solution to the trauma: 

“Obviously what is needed to spare 
the candidates these embarrassments 

. is a simple reform law to end these 
abuses by the press. 

“Without delay, 
enact legislation to: 

“1. Make all campaign statements 
inoperative after seven days, or after the 
primary campaign in which they were 
uttered, whichever comes first. 

"1, Make it a felony tor anyone, 
including the press, to transport a 
candidate's promises, positions or 
statements acrass a state line...” 

There you have it — a genuine 
campaign protection law. 

{ think reporter Shull really has a hold 
on something there. The Shuli Program 
can be adapted to any size political race 
anywhere — state, congressional, le- 
gislative, county. city — you name it; 
with jusi a little adjustment here and 
there. the Shull Plan could fit anywhere 
— school class elections, or Rotary 
Clubs, or church circles. or anywhere. 

Once a candidate has uttered a 
statement, it would not hold for a 
limited period of time, and then not only 
could ihe candidate forget al! about it, 
so could the voter. Neither candidate 
nor voter would have to keep his head

that Americans under Clark 
might attack Detroit, the Feli- 
city and Adventure were placed 
in the Maumee River as a 
defensive measure. 

When the British moved the 
fort at the Straits of Mackinac 
from the tip of the lower penin- 
sula of Michigan to Mackinac 
Island Geiween 1779 and 1782, 
the Welcome, Angelica and 
Archangel were kept busy carry- 
ing men and material. 

Though the navy on the upper 
lakes greatly assisted and was 
subordinate to the British land 
forces in the Old Northwest. 
there were disagreements be- 
tween naval and army officers. 
A particular source of friction 
was cantankerous Patrick Sin- 
clair, who was in charge at 
Michilimackinac. During the 
summer of 1780 he had Captain 
Alexander Harrow of the Wel- 
some jailed several weeks for 
alleged insubcrdination. 

That same summer the skip- 
per of the Felicity, Norman 
McKay, complained to his su- 
perior officer that he didn’t have 
any more to do than run back 
and forth between Mackinac 
Island and the old fort on the 
mainland, sometimes carrying 
“one letter and at other times 
one man from one post to the 
other, and other times loading 
hay.” 

Yet Sinclair insisted that he 
needed an even iarger naval 
force at the straits, and Grant 
was ordered by the governor 
general of Canada to send two 
more ships northward. Grant 
orotested that the sloop Wel- 
come was as capable of taking 
care of Sinclairs needs as 
would be the entire Great Fleet 
of England.

CHAMBER PROPOSED BY-LAWS REVISIONS 


Herein are the proposed revisions in the By-laws of the 
Grayling Regional Chamber of Commerce. These proposed 
revisions of the by-laws will be considered at the next regularly 
scheduled board meeting on March 11. 1976. 

Article Hi - Membership of Chamber 

Section i. Any reputable pesson, firm, corporation, 
partnership, estate, trust, county, township, association, or 
municipality may become a member of the Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce. 

A. Commercial establishments located outside Crawford 
County are eligible for membership if their business is of a regional 
nature and they can meet ali other requirements for membership. 

Section 5. New businesses in the community shall be 
assessed dues on a pro-rated basis for the remainder of the fiscal 
year, following approval of membership application. 

Articte IX - Board of Directors 

Section 3. The Board shall hold its regular meeting every 
month ai a place to be specified for the purpose of conducting 
business. Meeting dates may be changed by a majority vote of the 
Board. 


Article XII - Committees 

Section 2. The standing committees shall be appointed by the 
President annually and shall consist of the following: 

A. Membership—Shall be composed of 3 directors, and other 
members as required. One member of the Board shall act as 
chairman. The committee wil! have three divisions: Tourism, Retail, 
and Industrial/Professional, to insure a broad base and improved 
communications. The membership commiitee shall have the duty 
of securing new members during the year, helping to maintain 
membership interest and harmony, collection of dues. and 
maintenance of an adequate communications net work between 
membership and board. 

B. Program of Work—Shall be composed of 3 directors, and 
other members as required. One member of the Board shall serve as 
chairman. The committee will have three divisions: Tourism, Retail, 
and Industrial/ Professional, to insure a broad base and improved 
communications. The program of work committee will determine 
on annual basis, the specific programs and activities of the year in 
which the Chamber will participate and to what extent the Chamber 
will devote staff and voluntary manpower. It will also recommend to 
the full board potential chairman for each of the chamber's ad hoc 
programs, after obtaining consent from the narty involved, This 
committee will also aid in implementing the various programs by 
obtaining necessary voluntary manpower and financing (if not 
otherwise provided for in the budget). 

C. Finance Committee—Shail be composed of 3 members of 
the Board, from each of the 3 divisions (Retail, Tourism, and 
Industrial/ Professional). Its duties shall be to receive and consider, 
at the beginning of each fiscal year or other appropriate times, the 
proposed budget, prepared by the manager, for review, appiovai 


and/or amendments. The budget shall then be offered to the full - 


board for their approval or rejection. It shall also be the 
responsibility of this committee to review, and revise, if necessary, 
the budgei, and report its finding to the full board.

Superintendent’s Corner 


By Fraser Dean 

In a letter to Michigan school board members and 
superintendents, Speaker of the House. Bobby Crim. has outlined 
Governor Mibikin's proposed budget for School aid for the coming 
schoo! year. The budget fraught with 3 myriad of complicated 
figures, and contingencies, is difficult for people trained in school 
finance to understand and virtually impossible for the laymen. 

Nothing in Grims letter shows any promise that the state will 
relieve the fiscal crunch that Michigan school districts are currently 
oo with. Essentially the budget proposal is predicated on: 

. No replacement of moneys fost to local schoo! districts 
Bases of state aid reductions during the 1975-76 school year. 

2. The amount of additional money will barely be sufficient to 
replace loss of personal property taxes by local school district. 

3. A continued shift of school support from the state to the 
local property owner. 

4. An unwillingness on the part of the governor to assume the 
responsibility for proposing a more equitable means of school 
support. (One would assume that he is more comfortable with local 
school boards catching the taxpayers wrath rather than stick his 
neck oul in an election year.) 

5. Aneed for most Michigan School Districts to increase their 
operating levy by 3 mills la increase their revenues by 7.5% over 
this years anticipated revenues. 

In fight of the current tax climate and rapidly increasing 
property value assessments (which bring in no additional revenue - 
because of a like reduction in state aid) the Crawford AuSable 
Schoo! does nat plan to ask for any millage increase for the comina 
school year. Instead we plan to balance the budget by delaying 
payment on several school buses, borrowing against anticipated 
tevenues earlier in the year, cutting back on pianned textbooks. 
library books, capital outlay expenditures, increasing some class 
sizes and firing no adGitiunai persuntivi. 

The total budget increase aver the 1975-76 school year will be 
in the neighborhood of 3% and far short of the current inflationary 
rate of 8-10%. tea hf a”
